The 
news 
that 
a company of 
soldiers would be in Brainerd Tues­ 
day night bound for Leech Lake was 
the first intim ation that there was i 
trouble on the reservation. 
Teams 
were provided to convey the com ­ 
pany and their baggage to the scene 
of trouble and they left here W ed­ 
nesday fnorning, six four-horse con­ 
vey ances 
being 
required. 
Agent 
Ruffee, who b&s been absent from 
Leech lake for some day s at M ille 
Lacs attending to the Indian pay ­ 
ment, arrived in Brainerd on Tues­ 
day and received his first news of the 
trouble 
hero. 
H e 
was somewhat 
agitated over the condition but did 
not think there was cause for serious 
trouble. 
In company with ex-Agent 
Sheehan 
and 
Paul 
Beaulieu lie 
started for the scene early W ednes­ 
day morning. 
H. Mort Bronchoud, the reserva­ 
tion blacksmith, aud who was with 
Dr. Walker at the time the Indian 
was shot, arrived in the city y esterday . 
Brounchud’s story is that Dr. Walker 
Sunday evening attempted to 
ex­ 
amine a satchel that ho suspected to 
contain whiskey . 
The Indian refused 
and became ugly and threatened, and 
Dr. Walker shot him in self defense. 
The Indians are quieting down, as the 
wounded man will probably recover 
but should mortification set in and 
the man die, W alker will be killed. 
The Indians were very ugly last Sun­ 
day and for a short time it looked as 
though Walker would be killed im me­ 
diately . Brounched came to Brainerd 
as the Indians blamed him somwhat 
for the affair and it was thought best 
that he should get out of the way for 
a time at least. 
He states that the 
pickets were taken off Monday morn­ 
ing. 
Dr.Cutler of Park Rapids is at Leech 
Lake attending the wounded Indian. 
The Indian who is doing the most 
talking is an old warrior called Butch­ 
er. Mr. Bronchud confirms the report 
that the Indians have recently had 
plenty of fire water. 
Dr. Walker is 
in his own house, which is guarded 
by Indian police. 
There lias been considerable sen 
sational matter published in regard 
to the trouble, the New York World 
having even telegraphed to Brainerd 
for “ com plete write up in regard to 
Dr. W alkers terrible torture.” 
This 
was caused from the false report sent 
out that he had been burned at the 
stake. 
In this city the feeling is that 
little or no trouble will be experi­ 
enced, and that the soldiers will fight 
mosquitos harder on this trip than 
they will Indians.

Every betel in the city , of 
any prominence, is burned, excepting 
that blot upon the face of F argo— 
the Headquarters. 
Business houses 
ou tfie south side of Front street are 
the only ones remaining, 
A few lines 
would suffice to enumerate the busi­ 
ness houses which escaped the fire 
fiend while it takes columns to cover 
those destoy ed. 
The Forum and Re­ 
publican offices were destroy ed—the 
Argus, being the only daily whose 
office escaped destruction. 
None but 
those thoroughly conversant with the 
location of business interests of Far­ 
go can fully comprehend the magni- 
tued of the destruction, when the 
statement 
is 
made 
that 
every 
business and dwelling house within 
the boundries of Fifth street 
and 
Seventh street on the east and W’est 
and the Northern Pacific tracks on 
the south to the Great Northern on 
the north, is in ashes. 
In a nutshell, 
three dry goods stores, two groceries, 
three drugs atores, t^o men’s furnish­ 
ing stores, and two jewelry stores is 
the extent of Fargos business houses 
to-day . 
As compared with the Chica­ 
go fire, it is a greater calamity to 
Fargo, than was that fire to Chicago.

trouble on the reservation. Teams 
were provided to convey the com­ 
pany and their baggage to the scene 
of trouble and they left here Wed­ 
nesday tnorning, six four-horse con­ 
veyances 
being 
required. 
Agent 
Ruffee, who bas been absent from 
Leech lake for some days at Mille 
I Lacs attending to the Indian pay­ 
ment, arrived in Brainerd on Tues­ 
day aud received his first news of the 
trouble 
here. He 
was somewhat 
agitated over the condition but did 
not think there was cause for serious 
trouble. 
In company with ex-Agent 
Sheehan 
and 
Paul 
Beaulieu he 
started for the scene early Wednes­ 
day morning. 
H. Mort Bronchoud, the reserva­ 
tion blacksmith, aud who was with 
Dr. Walker at the time the Indian 
was shot, arrived in the city yesterday. 
Brounchud’s story is that Dr. Walker 
Sunday evening attempted to ex­ 
amine a satchel that he suspected to 
contam whiskey. The Indian refused 
and became ugly and threatened, and 
Dr. Walker shot him in self defense. 
The Indians are quieting down, as the 
wounded man will probably recover 
but should mortification set rn and 
the man die, Walker will be killed. 
The Indians were very ugly last Sun­ 
day and for a short time it looked as 
though Walker would be killed imme­ 
diately. Brounched came to Brainerd 
as the Indians blamed him somwhat 
for the affair and it was thought best 
that he should get out of the way for 
a time at least. 
He states that the 
pickets were taken off Monday morn- 


, ing’ 
Dr.Cutler of Park Rapids is at Leech 
Lake attending the wounded Indian. 
The Indian who is doing the most 
talking is an old warrior called Butch­ 
er. Mr. Bronchial confirms the report 
that the Indiana have recently bad 
plenty of fire water. 
Dr. Walker is 
in his own house, which is guarded 
by Indian police. 
There has been considerable sen 
sational matter published in regard 
to the trouble, the New York World 
having even telegraphed to Brainerd 
for “complete write up in regard to 
Dr. Walker's terrible torture." 
This 
was caused from the false report sent 
out that he had been burned at the 
stake. 
In this city the feeling is that 
little or no trouble will be exi>eri- 
enced, and that the soldiers will fight 
mosquitos harder on this trip than 
they will Indians.

track 
remain 
standing. 
Yerxa’s Wigwam is the only semb­ 
lance of a building, but the damages 
to that is so great that it might as 
well have been numbered with the 
others. Every hotel in the city, of 
any prominence, is burned, excepting 
that blot upon the face of Fargo— 
the Headquarters. 
Business houses 
on the south side of Front street are 
the only ones remaining, A few lines 
would suffice to enumerate the busi­ 
ness houses which escaped the fire 
fiend while it takes columns to cover 
those destoyed. 
The Forum and Re­ 
publican offices were destroyed—the 
Argus, being the only daily whose 
office escaped destruction. 
None but 
those thoroughly conversant with the 
location of business interests of Far­ 
go can fully comprehend the magni- 
tued of the destruction, when the 
statement 
is 
made 
that 
every 
business and dwelling house within 
the boundries of Fifth street and 
Seventh street on the east and west 
and the Northern Pacific tracks on 
the south to the Great Northern on 
the north, is in ashes. In a nutshell, 
three dry goods stores, two groceries, 
three drugs stqres, two men's furnish­ 
ing stores, and two jewelry stores is 
the extent cf Fargos business houses 
to-day. 
As compared with the Chica­ 
go fire, it is a greater calamity to 
Fargo, than was that fire to Chicago.

A t this season 
of 
the y ear North 
American birds arc busily engaged at 
love-making, p rep aratory 
to 
mating 
and nest-building, in an article on the 
“liv e s and L ores of North American 
Birds” 
in the 
Nineteenth 
Century , 
John W orth gives the following 
de­ 
scrip tion of the p reliminary courtship 
of the “p rairie chicken.” A fter the dis­ 
ap p earance 
of 
the snow,” he say s, 
“and the coming of the w arm er w eath­ 
er, the p rairie chickens (sharp -tailed 
grouse) meet every morning at gray 
dawn, in comp anies 
of 
from six to 
twenty , on some selected 
hillock 
or 
knoll, and indulge in ‘the dance." At 
tirst the birds stand about in ordinary 
attitudes, resembling p eop le at a ball 
before tho music begins, when sudden­ 
ly one of the cocks lowers his head, 
sp reads out his wings nearly horizon­ 
tally and his tail p erp endicularly , dis­ 
tends his 
air sacs 
and 
erects 
his 
feathers, then rushes across the ‘floor,’ 
taking the shortest of step s, but stam p ­ 
ing his feet so hard and so rap idly th at 
the sound is like that of a kettle drum ; 
at the same time he utters a sort ol 
bobbing crow, which seems to come 
from his air sacs, beats the air with his 
wings, and vibrates his tail, so that he 
p roduces a loud, rustling noise, and 
ilius becomes a really astonishing simh*- 
taele. Soon after one <*ommeuces all 
the cocks join in. rattling, stamp ing, 
drumming, crowning and dancing be 
gether furiously ; louder and louder the 
noise, faster and faster the dance 1m»- 
comes, until at last they madly whirl 
about, leap ing over each other in ex­ 
citement. A fter a brief sp ell the en­ 
ergy of the dancers begins to abate, 
and shortly afterw ard they cease, and 
stand or move about very quietly , until 
they an* again started by one of their 
num ber leading off. as human dancers 
are observed to do during the1 intervals 
of rest between their p erformances. 
“Tho whole op eration reminds 
tho 
looker -011 so strongly of a fre e dam e 
as to suggest the p ossibilty of its being 
the p rototy p e of the Indian exercise. 
The sp ace occup ied by the dancers is 
from 50 to loo feet across, and, as it 
is returned to y ear after y ear, the grass 
is usually worn off, and the 
ground 
tramp led 
down 
hard 
and 
smooth. 
‘Dancing’ is indulged in at any time of 
the morning or evening in May , but it 
is usually at its height before sunrise.”

That 
was one of the coldest sp rings ever ex 
p erienced by white men in Montana 
A terrific blizzard set in shortly after 
the stam p ede fairly began for Sun 
river. 
No one knew w hat had been 
discovered or w hether any thing at nil 
but a rumor got abroad that rich di 
gings had been found, and nearly every 
man who could rustle a small grub 
stake and eay use started for the sup ­ 
p osed new gold fields. At that day the 
country to the north was not inhabited 
and the sufferings endured by the stain 
p odors were terrible. Many were frozen 
in the p itiless storm, a few lost their 
live*, and to this day a few old timers 
are living in the state minus lingers and 
toes from that fearful trip . 
It turned 
out also th at there had been no discov 
ery of gold made, which added disap 
p ointment to the sufferings of the sta» u 
p eders, and if the p arty who sta rts! the 
story of rich gold discoveries had 1h*ou 
found then his day s would liavO been 
sp eedily shortened.

satisfied with his find, failing to state 
what that p articular find was.

The Forum and Re­ 
publican offices were destroyed—the 
Argus, being the only daily whose 
office escaped destruction. 
None but 
those thoroughly conversant with the 
ocation of business interests of Far­ 
go can fully comprehend the raagni- 
tned of the destruction, when the 
statement 
is 
made 
that 
every 
business and dwelling house within 
the boundries of Fifth street 
and 
Seventh street on the east and west 
and the Northern Pacific tracks on 
the south to the Great Northern on 
the north, is in ashes. 
In a nutshell, 
three dry goods stores, two groceries, 
three drugs §tqres# two men’s furnish­ 
ing stores, and two jewelry stores is 
the extent cf Fargos business houses 
to-day. 
As compared with the Chica­ 
go fire, it is a greater calamity to 
Fargo, than was that fire to Chicago.

Through the streets of this city yester­ 
day a magnificent pageant passed in re­ 
view before thousands of adm iring eyes. 
It was a spectacle never to be forgotten. 
The history and the industry, the prog­ 
ress and the prosperity, the grandeur and 
the glory of the great Northwest were 
beautifully, richly, eloquently pictured. 
Nothing to equal this dazzling exhibition 
of the resources of the country and the 
strides of civilization has ever been wit­ 
nessed in St. Paul before. The pen of 
the historian may write glowing words 
and the brush of the artist paint living 
pictures, but neither i>en nor brush can 
tell the js*ople so vivitl, so graphic and so 
lasting a story as that which was told to 
the eye yesterday. 
It was a panorama of 
the life of the people of this wonderful 
country; th at is, their serious life.
